Ottawa, Ont. June 10.—Charging’ 
proper cognizance of the unemploy- 
ment and distress conditions and. ‘de- 
livering a slashing attack on “the 
Bennett budget, James S. -Woods- 
worth, Labor member for Winnipeg 
North-Centre, featured the budget de- 
bate in the House of Commons Tues- 
day.

Edmonton, June 6.—After pleading 
guilty to a charge of conspiracy in 
eonnection with the destruction by 
fire of the Grandview Hotel at 
Ohaton in December last, Martin 
Asmussen and Leo Dube were sen.

SUBSIDY ON WHEAT MEANS 
$10,400,000 TO CANADA FARMER 


Ottawa, June 5.—The 5 cents. per 
bushel subsidy on Canadian grain ex 
ports announced Monday by Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett in his budget 
speech will, on the basis of the year 
1930, mean about $10,400,000 to Can- 
adian farmers. The Prime Minister 
told the country on Monday the gov: 
ernment intended to absorb 5 cents 
of the cost of freight on Canadian 
grain shipments overseas. 

In the calendar year 1930, Canada 
exported 207,761,000 bushels of grain 
If the subsidy had been in force last 
year the effect of the provision would 
have been that the Canadian farmer 
would have received about $10,400,- 
000 more for his crop.

Ottawa, June 8.—Canada supplied 
China with over 2,000,000 bushels of 
wheat in 1930, representing approxi- 
mately 35 per cent of that country’s 
total imports of wheat.

These 
figures were supplied in an exheust- 
ive report on wheat trade of China 
furnished the Department of Trade 
and Commerce by Bruce A. MacDon- 
ald, assistant Canadian trade com- 
missioner at Shanghai.

There is, no doubt, that some 
countries are feeling the pinch of 
gold scarcity. England has less than 
she had before the war, although the 
United States has twice as much.

R. J. H. GRISDALE, B.Agr,. 
D.Se.A.,, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for Canada, is chair- 
man of the Conference and Pro- 
gramme Committee of the World’s 
Grain Exhibition and Conference 
and in this capacity is charged with 
cne of the most important phases 
of the 1932 world-wide event. 


Born at St. Marthe, Quebec, in 
1870, the son of farming parents, 
Dr. Grisdale entered the Ontario 
Agricultural College at Guelph in 
1896, and was an under-graduate 
student until 1907. He completed 
his studies at the Iowa State Col- 
lege and graduated in 1898 asa 
Bachelor of Agriculture. 


Returning to Canada in 1899, Dr. 
Grisdale was given charge of the i

research. While director Dr. Grisdale was called upon to act as Domin-

1917 to 1919. 
In 1919, when the position of 


Canada became vacant, Dr. Grisdale was appointed and he has held 


this position since that time, as well 
of agriculture. 


Dr. Grisdale acted as advisor to the Canadian Government in Lon- 
don, England, in 1922, conferring with the British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture regarding regulations incidental to the lifting of the cattle em- 
bargo, also as agricultural advisor to the Canadian delegation at the 1923 
and 1926 Imperial Conference in England. In 1927 Dr. Grisdale headed 


Here in.the 
United States assay office far down 
in the vaults there is stored one- 
third of all the monetary gold in the 
world—more than three and a half 
billion dollars, all in gold bricks and 
stacked up in cases in dark cellars 
like so much firewood. This gold is 
the property of the United States 
Government and is~part of the gold 
reserve of the nation. It is the pos- 
session of this vast treasure’ that 
makes Wall Street the money power 
of the earth.

five-pound note to the Bank of Eng- 
land and get five pounds worth of 
gold for it, just as you could take a 
five dollar bill to the United States 
treasury and get five dollars in gold 
for it. Gold circulated freely in all 
of these countries. There was prac- 
tically no gold problem from 1900 up 
to the time of the war. The mineg of 
the world were producing ample gold 
for the world’s needs. 

When the war came all this was 
changed. Almost every country ex- 
cept the United States suspended 
the operation of its gold standard. 
The reason was obvious. People who 
had money in war-torn countries 
wanted to send it out of such a coun- 
try. But if the government of such a 
country permitted gold coins to cir- 
culate freely there would very soon 
have been an exodus of gold out cf 
the country. To stop this the coun- 
tries ceased minting gold coins and 
called in all gold coins as quickly -as 
possible. It became an offense in 
most cases to take gold out of the 
country. 


about twenty billion 
of gold in the world 
after all the centuries of digging 
and mining. About one half of it 
—roughly, about eleven million dol- 
lars—is used as money gold. The 
other half ig used in the arts — 
chiefly in ornaments and jewelery. 
Of the monetary gold about 40 
per cent is held by the United States 
and 20 per cent by France. In other 
words these two: countries hold 60 
per cent of the money gold in the 
world. The United States has about 
four and a half billions, France has 
over two billions. Great Britain has 
only 782 millions, a little more than 
a third of the holdings of France, 

It is natural for the average man 
to ask what is the need of this gold? 
Is not his money good because of the 
wealth and strength of the govern- 
ment behind it? : 

If you look at an. American five 
dollar bill you see printed on it: 
“The United States of America will 
pay to the bearer. on demand five 
dollars.” Probably. you would never 
think of taking that bill to the bank 
and demanding five dollars—because

tion’s credit is good its people do not 
have to worry abduty’gold. That is 
the situation in the United States to- 
day. But it is different in many 
European countries; ‘there is a great

Within a country it is pos- 
sible to settle balances with checks. 
But when the business men of one 
nation owe the business men of an- 
other nation the debt must be paid in 
gold.

SUMMERING BROOD sows 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Any system of management which 
has a tendency to lower the cost of 
pork production should be given 
careful consideration by the man 
who is raising hogs. Forage crops 


make it possible to carry brood 
sows over the summer period at a 
minimum Gost, and in a vigorous 


and thriving condition. The pasture 
crop has long been recognized as an 
efficient method of Promoting good 
thrift, not only in brood sows, but in 
stock boars and growing pigs, 
well. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, Alberta, an annual 
pasture of a mixture of two bushels 
of oats and one bushel of winter rye 
spring seeded, gives very good sat- 
isfaction. Sows are turned into this 
crop when it is about five or six 
inches high. The oats Provide the 
pasture during the first half of the 
season, and the winter rye provides 
the late summer and fall pasture 
Rape is also a suitable crop on which 
to maintain pigs being kept for breed.

CROW !S REAL HELP IN 
ERADICATING CUTWORMS 
Little has been heard favorable to 
the crow throughout Western Cana- 
da and many bitter campaigns for 
complete eradication have tbeen wag- 
ed in the prairie provinces. What- 
ever may be said against Mr. Crow 
on general principle, there is one 
phase of western agriculture in which 
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he is a real help, and that is as 
natural predator of the pale western 
cutworm. 

With the natural spread of the 
pale western cutworm during the 
past two dry years, measures for its 
control this year have to be especial- 
ly considered. Among the methods of 
natural control are the parasitic in- 
sects, some of which lay their eggs 
on the food of the cutworm and oth- 
ers on or in the body of the cutworm; 
and also predators, which seize the 
cutworm bodily and devour it. 

It is to this latter class that the 
crow belongs, and for once he ap- 
pears as a real friend of the prairie 
farmer. In fact, entomologists of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
who have made a special study in 
this regard, class Mr. Crow as prob- 
ably the most valuable of all the 
predators. From sunrise until sup- 
down crowsinhundreds may be seen 
flying to and from the fields, digging 


ing tiem up on the surface after a 
shower. Farmers will do well before 
waging a relentless war of extermin- 
ation against Mr. Crow, particularly 
in cutworm infested areas, to make 
sure that Mr. Crow is really doing 
crop damage and not, as_ scientific 
observation shows, clearing up fields 
badly infested by the pale western 
cutworm. 

Other predators that assist in clear- 
Ing up infested fields include the 
horned lark, curlew, Farnklin’s 
gull, blackbird; and occasionally mal-

36, 000,000 EXTRA ON 
ALBERTA WHEAT 


Grain men of Edmonton express 
the view that the proposed five cent 
federal bonus to farmers on wheat 
will not affect the prices of wheat 
futures on Winnipeg grain exchange, 
as some people had anticipated. The 
reason is plain, they say, because the 
extra five cents promised by the an- 
nouncement of Premier Bennett will 
go direct to the producers. 

It will not affect the prices at the 
primary markets. So the farmer will 
get that five cents on top of what- 
ever street price may be paid at his 
elevator point. 

While details of the plan are still 
lacking, reports point to the five-cent 
allowance on freight on the year’s 
production of wheat being applied to 
all grain received at railway stations 
of the west. On a wheat crop of 
120,000,000 bushels, that would bring 
$6,000,000 extra to Alberta farmers. 
Last year, the total production was 
132,900,000 bushels, according to the 
provincial statistics.—Journal.

Edmonton, June 9. — Alberta will 
join with Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan in an effort to -have the Do- 
minion Government rescind the re- 
cently raised sales tax.as applied to 
school text books, according to Hon.

A MACHINE THAT 
READS AND WRITES 


A blind person may now pick up an 
ordinary ink-printed book and by 
means of a new device read it with. 
out aid from anyone. Some _ three 
years ago, an instrument called a 
visagraph attempted to indicate the 
shape of the letters by sounds; the 
results were not satisfactory, and the, 
inventor, Robert E. Naumburg, of 
Cambride, Mass., brought out thel 
present remarkable instrument which, 
is called the printing visagraph. It, 
is described in “The Outlook for the: 
Blind,” and it reads like a miracle 
In size and appearance the visagraph 
resembles a  flat-top writing desk | 
The reader places the book in the 
holder, makes certain adjustments 
and reads right on. The machine con. 
tains a contrivance which photo- 
graphs the printed page; in the 
right half is the “printer,” which re- 
produces in embossed letters on an 
aluminum sheet what the eye of the 
camera “sees.” To put the matter in 
a nutshell, the printing visagraph 
produces a magnified raised image,
